His resignation was accept- 
ed by President Roosevelt, 
who is expected to nomi- 
nate Chester Bowles, gen- 
eral manager of OPA, as 
successor to Brown.

Mr. Roosevelt accepted the 
resignation after first urging 
Brown to stay on. He is expected 
to nominate Chester Bowles, now

Germans have deported every Jew 
they could find in Holland, Neth- 
erlands Premier Pieter S. Ger- 
brandy said tonight in a broadcast 
to his homeland over Radiv Or- 
ange, the Dutch station here. 

The premier said the last group 
of 5.000 Jews were sent to a con- 
centration camp at Westerbork, 
across the German border, from 
Amsterdam during the night of 
September 28.

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—(AP)—The two-fisted, gun- 
toting commander of the American Seventh Army, Lieu- 
tenant General George S. Patton Jr., known affectionately 
to his men as “Old Blood and Guts,” was revealed as a 
poet today. 

A poem which the editors said would take place “with 
the world’s great war literature” was published in the 
current issue of the Woman’s Home Companion. The 
hitherto unpublished work was turned over to the maga- 
zine, its editors said, by Mrs. Patton, who has cherished it 
ever since the general wrote it. 

Mrs. Patton read two of her husband’s poems before the 
annual Authors’ Club dinner in Boston last night. 

General Patton, whose pearl-handled revolvers and 
whose bold daring on the field of battle became legend 
during the African and Sicilian campaigns, wrote an apos- 
trophe to the “God of Battles,” a humble prayer for divine 
| guidance that would lead to victory. 

The poem, which the Woman’s Home Companion gave

At issue in the dispute between 
Patterson and Linday C. Warren, 
head of the accounting office, is 
the question of whether Warren’s 
agency should be permitted to au- 
dit negotiated settlements. Patter- 
son insists that the delay would be 
fatal to industry waiting to have 
its war-invested capital unfrozen 
for peacetime business. Warren 
told the committee he could han- 
dle this situation promptly and ef- 
ficiently. 

Patterson’s Defense. 


Patterson’s defense of allow- 
ance of a $225 payment for an 
extra set of false teeth and $1.39 
for transportation of a family dog 
was in reply to Warren’s charge 
that past action of Army contract- 
ing officers allowing such claims 
indicates the necessity for an au- 
dit by an independent agency. 

The accounting office, Patterson 
said, has approved 99.95 per cent 
of the vouchers submitted to it by 
the War Department for audit in 
the four months ended last Au- 
gust 31, and “aside from items 
called to its attention by the War 
Department,” the accounting of- 
fice’s disallowances total less than 
10 cents per $1,000 expenditure. 

In 90 per cent of the cases War- 
ren complained of, Patterson add- 
ed, the items were subsequently 
allowed by Warren or were 
“brought to light” by the War De- 
partment itself. 

Teeth Item Explained, 


Explaining the item of the false 
teeth purchased for a contractor's 
employe, Patterson said the mat- 
ter involved the Navy Depart- 
ment, not the Army. Under the 
contract, he said, the services of 
a mechanic to repair engines in 
Russia were required, with the 
government to furnish hospitaliza- 
tion, medical care and other ne- 
cessities. The Navy, he said, ad- 
vised the contractors that em- 
ployes wearing glasses should take 
more than one pair abroad, and 
those having dentures “should 
have at least one extra false teeth, 
he explained. 

Patterson added that the em- 
ploye actually lost his teeth in 
Russia “and had to use the spare 
set.”

Cancer Expert 
Atlanta Visitor 


Cancer is a “silent” disease, one 
which takes a death toll uf ap- 
proximately 150,000 victims year- 
ly, Dr. R. L. Sanders, prominent 
Memphis ‘surgeon and cancer au- 
thority, said upon his arrival in 
Atlanta for a cancer clinic to be 
held at the Sheffield clinic. 

“By a silent disease, I mean one 
which brings on no acute pain 
and is often invisible until late 
in its manifestation,” Dr. Sanders 
explained. 

“Since the beginning of time, 
the medical profession and re- 
search experts have found no 
cause for cancer,” he continuéd, 
“although we do know that it 
starts at a local point of irritation 
in the body.” 

Surface cancer is apparently on 
the decrease, but the deep-rooted 
type, which starts internally, is 
apparently on the increase, the 
doctor continued. 


Discusses Heredity. 

“IT say ‘apparently on the in- 
crease’ for two reasons. First, 
more people are living in the can- 
cer age. As most people know, 
cancer is primarily a disease of 
the aged, and, due to medical dis- 
covery, there is a greater life span 
today than there was years ago. 
The second reason is -finer diag- 
nosis of the disease by the medi- 
cal profession. In our grandfa- 
thers’ time, the disease may have 
been improperly diagnosed—or 
called by another name.” 

Many people have asked Dr. 
Sanders, who is head of the San- 
ders clinic in Memphis and pro- 
fessor of surgery at the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee college of medi- 
cine, if cancer is hereditary. 

“My answer is this: In a large 
group of cases, about 50 per cent 
of the victims come from suscep- 
tible cancer families, the other 
half does not. Therefore, I say 
that the disease is inclined to be 
a family tendency, but does not 
necessarily follow.” 


Luncheon Honoree. 

Everyone should know, the doc- 
tor said, that the disease is not 
contagious or infectious. It is not 
at all necessary to shun victims 
of the disease, he said, because it 
has never been known to be trans- 
mitted from person to person. 

The physician, who is not a 
“cancer specialist, but a general 
surgeon,” spoke at the Academy 
of Medicine last night on “Gall- 
bladder Problems.” He will be 
honor guest at the luncheon of the 
Woman’s Field Army of the Amer- 
ican Society for Prevention of 
Cancer at noon today at the Bilt- 
more hotel and will present cancer 
cases at the Sheffield clinic at 2 
p. m. Tonight, the visiting doctor

It is quite possible that, out of the Moscow 
conference between the heads of state depart- 
ments of the three allies in the European 
theater of war, will come an outline of the 
manner in which the German people, if they 
desire, may make their “unconditional sur- 
render” and thus end the war in Europe. 

While unconditional surrender will un- 
doubtedly remain as the basis of any peace 
formula, it is nonetheless necessary that 
detailed plans by which conflict can cease 
must be drawn up. Some competent observers 
believe that the important result of the present 
Moscow conference, will be the blueprinting of 
a peace which the Allies can tell the German 
people may be their’s if they wish. 

That public morale in’ Germany is at its 
lowest ebb today is apparent. Every report out 
of Naziland confirms this belief. The successes 
of the Russians have placed German armies 
on the southern portion of the long battle 
line in such position that a tremendous Allied 
victory may come any day. Unless they are 
able to halt Rus$ian advances in various sectors, 
the Germans may find themselves with 
1,000,000 of their troops cut off, trapped, facing 
certain capture or annihilation. 

The German people know the situation. 
It is no longer possible for Goebbels and his 
crew to keep them in ignorance. 

Therefore, if the MoscoW conference merely 
points the way to surrender, it ‘s quite possible 
the fighting in Europe may collapse before the 
end of this year. 


Of course, the Allies will, under no circum- ’ 


stances, discuss peace terms with Hitler or his 
Nazi government. What sort of a regime the 
Germans must set up, if they are to Save 
themselves from complete annihilation, Moscow 
will probably specify. 

Perhaps the story of Italy may point the 
way. It was when the Italians ousted Mussolini 
they were ‘enabled, first, to surrender to the 
Allies and, secondly, to become a co-belligerent, 
though not an ally, against Germany. 

The entire situation tends to emphasize 
the importance of the Moscow conference and 
to hold out a new hope that the end of the 
war in Europe will come far sooner than we 
had hoped. 

When Germany is out—then we concentrate 
on the Japanese.

The South Advances 


While the great middle west, long famed 
as the “bread basket of the nation,” has almost 
reached its limit in agricultural expansion, the 
southeast, favored by the naturaF advantages 
of climate, soil and abundant water supply, 
under the management of a generation of 
capable and progressive farmers, is forging 
ahead rapidly to take its place among the 
leading agricultural sections of the nation. 

Particularly is this true in regard to live- 
stock, as is revealed by figures recently re- 
leased by the Federal Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, which give comparative figures on 
farm income from livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts for the first seven months of 1943, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 
1942. 

Tennessee leads the list with a gain of 
$30,597,000 in the seven months; Georgia 
second, $15,361,000; North Carolina, $13,314,000; 
Alabama, $13,770,000; Mississippi, $10,648,000; 
Florida, $8,150,000; South Carolina, $4,877,000. 

While Georgia ranks third after Tennessee 
and North Carolina in production of livestock, 
the Federal bureau reports the state made the 
ereatest percentage gain in income from live- 
stock on a year-to-year basis, July, 1942, to 
July, 1943, the figures showing a 68 per cent 
increase. Livestock shows, once a novelty in 
the state, and provided mostly with purebred 
animals imported for sale, are now numerous 
and held in all sections of the state, with 
most of the exhibits Georgia raised.

Federal Interference 

Reason Yor defeat of the measure which. 
would have appropriated $300,000,000 in federal 
funds for equalization of educational opportun- 
ities between the various states, was an amend- 
ment which, placed in the bill itself, did 
exactly what proponents of the measure were 
most anxious to prevent. That was, inter- 
fere with the state right to direct and control 
public education. 

The bill as originally drawn provided care- 
ful safeguard against any federal interference 
with school control. The money was simply 
to be given the states on a basis of population 
and financia' need, in order that children 
born in poorer states might have a more nearly 
equal start in life to those fortunate enough 
to reside in the richer states. 

The amendment, however, constituted a 
direct interference with this right of the state 
to control its educational system. For it pro- 
vided there must be no discrimination because 
of “race, creed or color,” in the use of the 
funti “or in state funds supplemented thereby.” 
This flatly provided for federal control of 
education. 

There is no desire by any state, least of all 
those of the south, to be unfair to any segment 
of population for any cause, including those 
specified as “race, creed or color.” However, 
there are many angles to the problem of 
education in states whose population is sepa- 
rated into two distinct races, the white and the 
Negro. 

But, regardless of how thoroughly a state 
may believe in educational equality for all, it 
would be unthinkable to permit the federal 
government assume control, not. only of 
federal funds, but of state school funds also. 
Yet this was exactly what was proposed in the 
amendment adopted. : 

It is sad that a bill which would have done 
much toward giving American children that 
equality of opportunity which is basic to the 
American theory of society, should be defeated 
by such political trickery as shown in the 
writing of the objectionable amendment. But, 
better to defeat the entire bill, at least tem- 
porarily, than approve an amendment which 
would give Washington bureaucracy control of 
the money we spend, in Georgia and locally, 
for the education of our children.

RAIL PROBLEMS INCREASE 
(From The Albany Herald.) 


Some alarming conditions are in prospect for 
the nation’s railroads, in the opinion of Joseph B. 
Eastman, director of the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation. In*a recent speech he listed four 
oe which he considered most formidable, as 
ollows: 


1. A manpower shortage, which now exists 
and promises to grow worse. 


2. Severe winter weather, entailing special 
shortages which threaten motor ttruck operation. 


3. Increasing pressure on western railroads as 
the Pacific war gains momentum.

4. Increased traffic in farm produce and ma- 
chinery as production is stepped up and con-

YUGOSLAVIK FEUD WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The two re- 


sistance groups in Yugoslavia, the 

Chetniks, of General Draja Mikhailovitch and the Partisans under 
the Croat Communist, Josip Broz (Tito), are more than ever going 
ahead with their deadly feud. This week the central national com- 
mittee of Yugoslavia, the body which tries to rally all political 
forces around General Mikhailovitch, issued an appeal to the United 
States ahd Great Britain. The charges brought against the Parti- 
sans by the leader of the Yugoslav army, who is also minister of 
war in King Peter’s government, are as follows: 

1—Tito and his bands, hateful of the Serbian national idea 
and resolved to set up a dictatorial regime, are playing into the 
hands of the German invader. From the beginning of 1942 they 
have passed to the Gestapo information which enabled the Ger- 
mans to seize important lieutenants of Mikhailovitch. Recently the 
Croat Ustushis, the units recruited by Ante Pavelitch, who heads 
the puppet Crotian government, have joined the Partisans in great 
numbers. These are the men who for years have been in the 
service of Italy and Germany and in 1941-42 put to death from 
300,000 to 700,000 Serbs. The figure is quoted in the manifesto. 
Some of them dressed in German uniforms have fallen into the 
hands of the Chetniks. Yet, by dint of tireless propaganda, the 
Partisans spread throughout the world a belief that all the fighting 
is being done by them, that the “Yugoslav army” is honeycombed 
with Quislings, 

2—To deceive the Allies about their military achievements, their 
usual practice is to take possession of the urban centers already 
wrested from the enemy by the Chetniks and where weak garri- 
sons only can be maintained, since the main bodies of armed men 
must be available for further operations. 


3—The Partisans have at their disposal the radio station, Slo-. 


bodna Yugoslavia. Contrary to common belief, the station is located 
in Tiflis, in the Caucasus. From that remote spot are broadcast 
the bulletins of operations which fill the press in the Allied coun- 
tries. The national committee complains that the news sent daily 
from the station “Woods and Mountains” at General Mikhailo- 
vitch’s headquarters is passed over, probably because it is drafted 
in a much more sober spirit. 

Such are the charges produced against the Partisans by General 
Mikhailovitch and his supporters. Are they to be taken at their 


face value?

OBSERVERS PERPLEXED a er 
plexed. However, British mili- 


tary missions have spent considerable time in.the Balkans and they 
are in touch with both factions. Somehow, they must have ascer- 
tained the facts. On the whole, they are prone te’believe that the 
Yugoslav army, more than the host of Tito, is entitled to be re- 
garded as the true nucleus of the movement of resistance which will 
roll forward and gain momentum against the Nazis whenever Allied 
troops are landed in the peninsula. 

General Mikhailovitch, then, must be held the authentic repre- 
sentative of the heroic tradition of Serbia which burst forth on 
March 27, 1941, when General Simovitch put an end to the policy 
of Prince Paul three days after Yugoslavia had been made by 
treaty an appendix of the Axis. At that time Mikhailovitch was 
chief of staff to the commander in charge of the Cattaro district. 
Rather than leave the country or follow in the footsteps of Gen- 
eral Neditch, who was to become the Petain of Belgrade, he organ- 
ized national resistance out of the wreckage of the army. He has 
been censored because of his dealings with the Italians. His plausi- 
ble retort to such accusations is that he was compelled to spare 
Hitler’s feeble ally in order to purchase arms and supplies and to 


concentrate all his resources on the principal enemy.

It seems to me in a time like that, in

the time of any sorrow, there is an 


inevitable turning toward the Bible and its teachings. Yet I hear 
in sermons that in this country church attendance is disappointing 
in that the war has brought no great turning to the church and that 
Sunday school attendance is falling off each year. 

England reports a falling off after a great surge of the people 
to the churches at the time of the worst attacks on England. This 
is puzzling. 

I sometimes wonder if there is not too much teaching of the 
dead Christ and not enough of the risen Christ. After all, two of 
the greatest teachings of Christ were those which said, “Come unto 
me all ye that are heavy laden, and I will give ye rest”; and that 
which said, “Come unto me and I will give ye life.” 

It is difficult to discuss ‘these things, because there always are 
a few who try to read a hidden meaning into any discussion: or 
to be resentful of imagined criticism; or to ask, “By what right do 
you criticize?” 

I do not criticize. I merely wonder. I noted the other day that 
some ministers,sutterly sincere and well-meaning, I am sure, pro 
tested the playing of a game on Sunday afternoon by some men in 
the naval service. No admission was to be charged. They merely 
wanted to play a game. If.there were those who wished to see 
them play there was no objection. Theré was no ulterior motive, 


.no commercialism. They were not trying to break down any law. 


They wanted to play because they had no other time to play. 

One of their officers made a private reply. There was no public 
reply. He said, “The men in service die on Sunday. If they want 
to play they can play.” The young men were hurt by the protest. 
It was difficult for them to comprehend. Some 12,000 persons saw 
them play in the midafternoon. Obviously they did not comprehend. 

After all, Christ did not say, “If ye have not played a game on 
Sunday, come unto me and I will give ye rest.” Nor did he say, 
“Come unto me after you have checked your record,.and if you 
have not violated one of the laws I will give ye eternal life.” 

The word He used was “Come.” 

A young man can understand that. So can a young woman. 

I sat down and studied the Apostles for a while and there is 
very little of the negative in anything that Christ said to young 
people. There is hardly a “don’t” in His teachings. There are 
many things affirmative. “Come unto me,” He said. “I am the 
way.” 

A young person doesn’t think much about sin because it doesn’t 
occur to his mind. I am wondering what the result would be if 
more churches beckoned, saying, “Come unto me,” rather than 
ae up the finger of condemnation accompanied with the word 
“No”? 

As I said, I am not criticizing. Assuredly I do not write as one 
with a message or a moral to point. Or even an argument. I just 
wonder. 

I know the people I meet who have received those telegrams 
are interested in the risen Christ, and it doesn’t seem to me it 
matters much what they wondered about before.

On Ocean New Vessel Will Sail

Launching of the S. S. Henry 
W. Grady at Brunswick today 
will remind many older Atlan- 
tans of the humorous way in 
which Grady described his first 
ocean voyage. 

It was February, 1876. 
Daily Herald, Grady’s first jour- 
nalistic venture in Atlanta, had 
been closed out by the sheriff. 
With his usual resourcefulness, 
the young editor arranged quickly 
to start another paper, the Atlanta 
Courier. He then set out for the 
north to buy type and other

Philadelphia. 


“T never saw the ocean until the

it made on me,” Grady wrote back 
to the Courier.

I had 
believed that my soul, in the glad 
recognition of something as in- 
finite, as illimitable as itself, 
would laugh with joy, and leap 
to my lips, and burn in my fin- 
gers, and tingle in my veins.

Coming 
as it did on the heels of finan- 
cial reverses which would have 
downed a person of less determi- 
nation, it also teflects his buoyant 
optimism—an optimism which 
eventually spread over the entire 
south and lifted the region out of 
the despair caused by years of 
war and reconstruction. 

Two years later, after Grady 
had become famous as a feature 
writer on The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, he reported the maiden voy- 
age of the S. S. Gate City in the 
passenger-freight service between 
New York and Savannah. Never, 
however, did he write more en- 
tertainingly of the ocean than on 
that first trip.

5 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon ginger 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

Beat egg, add sugar gradually, 
beating well after each addition. 
Add molasses, sour milk and but- 
ter. Add sifted dry ingredients; 
mix well. Roll out a small amount 
of dough at a time to 1-4-inch 
thickness on floured board. Cut 
with 3-inch doughnut cutter. Fry 
in deep hot fat until golden 
brown, turning only once. Makes 
3 dozen. 

Apples-on-a-Stick. 

Select medium-sized, juicy red 
apples. Wash and dry. Remove 
stems and insert a wooden skewer 
in the stem end of each apple. 


Put 1 cup corn syrup and 1 cup 
sugar in a saucepan, add 1 table- 
spoon vinegar and 1 tablespoon 
water and stir over low fire until 
sugar is dissolved thoroughly, 
Boil, with frequent stirring, until 
a little of the mixture becomes 
brittle when dropped in cold wa- 
ter. Remove at once from the fire 
and place saucepan in a pan of 
boiling water. Dip the apples, one 
at a time, in the hot syrup, twist- 
ing them with a circular motion 
until the apple is completely cov- 
ered. Place on a large buttered 
platter, sticks upright, and let stand 
until cold and hard. Use a deep

The Week's New Books: 


Precocious Boy's Story 


In "Original" 


IT IS STILL THE MORNING, 
by Louis Danz. (William 
Morrow, $2.50.) 


This is not a book for the 
Solid Citizen who likes all the 
cards on the table and noth- 
ing on the cuff. 

For reasons unknown — at 
least to the reviewer, who was 


only confused by it all—Mr. 
Danz chose to omit all quota- 
tion marks and play havoc 
with the King’s English in his 
whimsical satire, possibly under 
the influence of the unpunctu- 
ated prose that was originated 
by Archy, the famous cockroach, 
and seems to be spreading rap- 
idly among genus homo sapiens. 

At any rate, Solid Citizens 
will probably chalk Mr. Danz’s 
tale up to balderdash right 
there. : 
‘But the not-so-solid citizerts, 
of the tongue in cheek variety, 
will get a chuckle out of “It Is 
Still the Morning.” 

(Another strike against the 
author here from the aforemen- 
tioned S. C.—Danz has named 
his book in the current vogue 
of picking a title that is impres- 
sive, mysterious, and allows 
every reader to pick his own 
nuances. 

This is a story of a precocious 
boy named Georgie, who swears 
vociferously; is misunderstood 
by all and sundry except his 
fiddle-playing grandfather; and 
finally outlives his somewhat 
bizarre childhood to wind up a 
fine young artist with the dream 
girl safely espoused, in the final 
pages. ' 

The opening paragraphs will 
give you the idea: 

“The schoolhouse was afire 
and everything was burning and 
almost everybody was running 
here and running there. The 
teacher was wringing her hands 
and she was saying, Oh, Oh, and 
Georgie was crying. 

“You poor dear, the teacher

said, you poor dear, you love the 
old place, too. 


“But Georgie said, ‘That ain’t 
why I’m crying that ain’t why, 
and he cried some more and he 
said, I lost my ——damn slate 
pencil that’s why.” 


But perhaps we’re too hard 
on Mr. Danz. After all, he does 
establish his artist motif early 
in the game. And his Georgie, 
while far from lifelike, does 
vaguely resemble the little de- 
mon that Junior has magicly 
turned into during that day 
when father comes home after a 
gruelling day at the office.

Hans Habe’s new novel is laid 
in the world of prewar decay 
that was France. It is the story 
of Austrian-born Kathi, whose 
all-absorbing love is a daughter, 
Manuela, to whom she gave 
legitimacy by purchasing a dis- 
solute nobleman’s tarnished but 
authentic name and title. 


As Kathrine, Countess Hugh, 
she pursues her career as the 
mistress of many men, but the 
nucleus around which_the story 
is woven depicts her life with a 
French automobile manufactur- 
er and her efforts to make se- 
cure a place in society for her- 
self and daughter. 

She accomplishes a marriage 
to her lover’s son for Manuela, 
hoping the name-and fortune 
will prove the Open Sesame. Her 
dream, though fulfilled for a 
time, comes to a bitter end with 
the entry of France into the 
war. 

All this is told with the su- 
perb artistry which is Habe’s, 
who clearly sees and under- 
stands the disrupted moral fiber 
in both the characters and in the 
country which he portrays with 
deftness and subtlety.

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Measure Would Speed 
Victory Tax Refunds 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—(P)— 
In a move designed to simplify 
the taxpayer’s returns, the senate 
passed and sent to the White 
House today a bill giving all vic- 
tory taxpayers benefit of the post- 
war refund promised under pres- 
ent law. 

The victory tax is 5 per cent on 
all income over $624 a year, but 
the original lawW provided a credit 
of 25 per cent for single persons, 
40 per cent for family heads, and 
2 per cent for dependents, where 
the taxpayer could show he had 
invested to that extent in govern- 
ment bonds, life insurance pre- 
miums or had applied the money 
on debts. The credit could be off- 
set against current tax liabilities, 
or if none existed, the taxpayer 
could collect the refund after the 
war. 

The new bill would give the 
credit immediately to everybody, 
without any strings, reducing the 
effective rate of the tax to 3 per 
cent for married persons, 3 3-4 per 


'cent for single persons.

Companies Under Fire 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—(4)— 
Representative Miller, Republi- 
can, Connecticut, today urged 
house passage of legislation to de- 
clare it to be the intent of congress 
that regulation of the insurance 
business shall “remain within the 
control of the several states.” 

Miller, representing Hartford, 
which he referred to as the “in- 
surance center of*the world,” as- 
serted that the Justice Depart- 
ment suit against 198 insurance 
corporations and 27 individuals 
operating in the south charging 
violation of the antitrust laws, if 
sustained by the supreme court, 
would result in “chaotic condi- 
tions.” 

The Justice Department charges 
that the southern companies 
formed a conspiracy “to fix non- 
competitive rates on fire insur- 
ance in violation of the antitrust 
laws,” Miller said. They partici- 
pated in rating bureaus, he said.

Goebbels Assures Nazis 


LONDON, Oct. 21.—(4)—Propa- 
ganda Minister Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels attempted to assure the Ger- 
man home front today that the 
“tragic collapse” of 1918 could not 
be repeated. 

“The Germans now have in suf- 
ficient abundance” that which they 
did not have in 1918 and resulted 
in their failure, he wrote in his 
newspaper Das Reich, according to 
the Berlin radio. 

Goebbels listed these abund- 
ances as “a political understanding 
of the fateful nature of this war, 
courage, endurance, steadfastness 
and tenacity.”
